Manitoba. Girds for Battle as Forecasters 


Predict Red River to 


Winnipeg (CP)—A more seri 
ous flood threat to Greater Win- 
nipeg and southern Manitoba 
than previously predicted was 
raised Thursday follqwing a 
meeting of the provincial flood 
forecasting committee. 

The committee said in a state- 
ment that on the basis of the 
latest survey of snow conditions 
in the Red River basin and as- 
suming that a normal breakup 
wil occur, the river is expected 
to rise 22%2 feet above datum— 
average winter ice level—or.alx 
inches higher than was forecast 
two weeks ago. 

The latest forecast rise would 
place the river level six inches 
above the top of thé secondary 
dike protecting ‘hundreds of 
homes in the residential area of 
Elm Park in suburban St. Vital 
Also threatened are many 
homes. outside the main dikes 
running along three residential 
streets—Lyndale * Drive, Glen: 
wood Crescent and Scotia Street. 

Elm Park, a narrow, low 
peninsula formed by a beng of 
the river, was submerged in the 
1950. flood disaster. 

The committee said the flood 
threat along the Assiniboine run- 
ning “from -eastern Saskatche- 
wan through southern 
toba will. be “slightly worse” 
hen previously predicted.

ARLIAMENT NOW FACES AN 
immediate crisis in the divorce 
law. of Canada. As Mr. Grant Dex- 
ter reports in The Winnipeg Free 
Press, some 500 petitions for divorce 
are now before the Senate and the 
Commons, which simply have no 
time to deal with them properly. 
Some way must be found out of this 
impasse. It would have been found 
long ago if Parliament had not 
lacked the political courage to face 
up to the divorce problem. 

The new crisis arises out-of an 
old history. 

The Fathers of Confederation 
placed exclusive jurisdiction over 
divorce in Parliament. _Buf the three 
founding colonies of Canada, Nova 
Scotia and New Brunswick brought 
into - Confederation _their existing 
divorce WS 

Thus Nova Scotia contin to 


grant divorces f ; cruelty- 


or impotence; New Brunswick for 
consanguinity, frigidity, impotence 
amd adultery 

Canada (now Ontario and Que- 
bec) had no divorce laws, In these 
provinces anyone desiring a divorce 
had to go to Parliament and seek the 
passage of a parliamentary act of 
divorcement 

By 1930 Parliament found itse 
overwhelmed by some 500 divorce 
petitions from Quebec and Ontario 
That situation was so intolerable 
that, under pressure from the -late 
J. S. Woodsworth, Parliament de- 
cided to set up divorte courts in On- 
tario. It did not dare to alter the 
existing situation in Quebec. 

Recently divorce petitions have 
been pouring in from Quebec and 
from the new province of Newfound- 
land, where no divorce courts have 
been established. As Mr. Dexter says, 
Parliament cannot adequately con- 
sider all these. petitions 

Actually they go to a Senate 
committee, which passes on them 
and its judgment is accepted, almost 
utomatically by the House of Com- 
mons — an almost farcical proceed- 
ing and extremely expensive to the 
petitioners. 

If a-divorce petition| is not op- 
posed it will cost the petitioner over

Why has it not done so already?’ Mr. 
Dexter gives a blunt answer: 

“The case against divorce by act 
of, Parliament is overwhelming. The 


reason why sO many members: are | 


blind to it is that if you believe that 
divorce is a deadly sin and if this 
belief is a religious conviction, you 
must always vote ‘No.’ You cannot 
vote for’a divorce bill and you can- 
not yote for a bill to create more 
efficient machinery for dealing with 
divorce. You cannot have anything 
to do with divorce. This is why the 
Senzute and the House of Commons 
cling so tenaciously to what, admit- 
tedly, isa most unjust method of 
dealing with divorce. This is the 
cause of Parliament’s paralysis 

“But,” Mr. Dexter adds, “the ma- 
jority in Parliament is not Roman 
Catholic and is not opposed to di- 
vorce. The votes which defeat reform 
bills are non-Catholie votes cast by 
members who believe that if they 
voted otherwise their party-might be 
regarded as a pro-divorce party and 
suffer in areas where divorce is con- 
demned. Only when these members 
face perils more alarming than. those 
associated with divorce do they heed 
the need for reform.” 

Will théy heed those perils-now? 
Or must political: cowardice main- 
tain the existing farce? 

That question will soon be an 
swered. Separate bills have been in- 
troduced in. the Senate and the Com- 
mons to authorize the Exchequer 
Court of Canada to handle divorce 
cases in Quebec and Newfoundland. 
These bills will be approved or re- 
jected at the present session. They 
do not change the single ground for 
divorce prevailing in most provinces 
That ground is adultery Alone 
among most of the civilized nations, 
Car.ada will not permit divorce .for 
desertion, for insanity and other 
sound reasons. Only in Nova Scotia 
may divorces be granted for cruelty 

Our whole divorce system should 
be brought up to date and would be 
except for the political reasons men- 
tioned by Mr. Dexter. Meanwhile the

Mr. Gaitskell, leader of the Labor 
Party and a strong abolitionist, has 
warned the Lords that they should 
not venture to reject a decision of the 
Commons on so important a matter.

Gaitskell says that those members of 
his party who support the existence 
of the upper chambér might change 
their minds if the hereditary Lords 
over-rule the elected Commons.
